Humanely destroyed 
after sustaining a broken shoulder 
in his last race, the 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing left behind a record of 14 starts 
in 3 years of racing, with 9 wins, a 
second and a fourth. Described by 
his trainer Danny Dillow as “a hell¬ 
uva runner and the gamest animal 
I’ve ever trained,” he won the 
American Sprint Championship in

Setting The Record Straight 

Sir: 

I have waited some months to respond to a 
brief piece you had in "Hunting Notes" (Ap¬ 
ril, 1977) in which you write that the De La 
Brooke pack . . is Maryland's oldest pack 
of hounds, stemming from the pack estab¬ 
lished by Robert Brooke in 1650 . . 

I am sure this raised the hackles of a 
number of Masters and members of other 
hunting clubs for at least two reasons: The 
statement is not true, and worse, it is not fair. 
It seems appropriate that an ex-Master of the 
De La Brooke respond to the article. 

First, it is not true for the simple fact that 
De La Brooke, though it finds its origins in 
the old Charles County Hunt and the 
Wicomico Hunt (not to be confused with the 
one on the Eastern Shore of Maryland) is a 
relatively new hunt, and did not have a pack 
of registered foxhounds until recent years. 

Secondly, the statement is not fair, be¬ 
cause it does a disservice to those hunt clubs 
and those people who helped us to establish 
what is now a fine pack of hounds — namely 
the Potomac Hunt Club when Valentine C. 
Wilson was Master and the Marlborough 
Hunt Club when Raymond R. Ruppert and 
Alfred H. Smith, Jr., were Masters. (Mr. 
Smith, of course, is still Master of the Marl¬ 
borough). De La Brooke acquired stud book 
hounds mainly from those packs. 

Mr. Wilson, for example, drafted to the De 
La Brooke over fifty registered hounds, 
entered and unentered, over a period of just 
three years! Messrs. Ruppert and Smith 
helped greatly in drafting to us many young 
puppies. On one occasion I can recall, the 
Marlborough gave us ten puppies from three 


different litters, all registered bloodlines 
with outstanding sires and dams. 

In thinking about origins of bloodlines, 
one would probably have to say that practi¬ 
cally all American hounds, one way or 
another, might be traced back to Brooke's 
pack of 1650, though there is no such animal 
today as a purebred Brooke Hound. As far as 
I am aware, the last of the Brooke line ended 
in the early 1930's. It seems to follow that the 
strongest concentration of Brooke blood is 
probably in Maryland packs, but no stronger 
or weaker than in the present-day De La 
Brooke pack. 

I found your statement embarassing to 
me, since I was the fellow who went around 
to the Masters of those other packs begging 
for hounds. It seemed singularly unfair that, 
having got the hounds from them, we would 
later get credit for having bloodlines older 
and more honorable than theirs! 

Credit should be where credit is due. De 
La Brooke owes Potomac and Marlborough a 
great debt for supplying it with the finest 
hound bloodlines in the country. One would 
only know this by reading foxhunting stud 
books; and who reads them but crotchety

• Dr. Guazzo's mention of old foxhunting 
stud books caused us to search our shelves 
for more information on the subject. We dis¬ 
covered that in 1898 a book was published

Volume 1 / Official / Compiled by Roger D. 
Williams, Lexington, Ky., Keeper of Stud 
Book."

He was searching, frantically, for owner

He went on to say that Johnny D.'s 
triumph proved that racing keeps the door 
open for everyone.

this, then so can everyone else. All you need 
is luck, a good jockey and a great trainer."

Kay is a handsome, dark-eyed 41-year-old 
who has the build of a rider.

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The biggest and best Maryland 
Fall Sale in history set records in all 
departments last month at 
Timonium, 446 horses selling in five 
separate sessions for a gross of 
$1,278,200. 

This 38th annual edition of Mary¬ 
land's oldest horse auction showed a 
gain of 61 per cent in gross receipts 
over 1976 figures (when 320 head 
sold for $790,300) and a 16 per cent 
increase in average price—$2,865 
this year as compared to $2,470 in 
1976. 

The auction, traditionally the 
year's final sale in Maryland, closed 
out the second best year in the state's 
history. Only in 1966 (when William 
duPont, Jr.'s stable was dispersed) 
did a greater number of dollars 
change hands. Gross receipts in 1966 
totaled $5,096,400 as compared to 
$4,920,800 for 1977. 

Biggest buyer at this year's Mary¬ 
land Fall Sales was the Upper Marl¬ 
boro attorney Hal C.B. Clagett who 
purchased three horses for $57,200. 
Mr. Clagett, a former president of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation, bought the sale's most ex¬ 
pensive horse at $31,500. 
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Among Maryland buyers (opposite page) 
were Helen Polinger and Hal Clagett.

Mr. Clagett's sales topper was a yearling 
daughter of ^Hawaii — Hasty Matelda con¬ 
signed by the estate of Christopher T. Chen- 
ery (Meadow Stud, breeder of Secretariat). 
Also purchased by Clagett from the Chenery 
consignment was a yearling filly by Restless 
Native out of Golden Spike who sold for 
$10,500. Clagett's third and final buy was the 
5-year-old broodmare Belle of Elkton, a 
daughter of National and Lana Belle. Con¬ 
signed by Katydid, Ltd., Belle of Elkton (who 
is in foal to undefeated Sir Wimborne) 
brought $15,200. 

Three horses were sold for figures in ex¬ 
cess of $20,000, each going into the ring on 
different nights. Mr. Clagett's ^Hawaii year¬ 
ling sold in the second session. The others 
were auctioned on the third and fifth nights. 

Second highest price was achieved by the 
10-year-old broodmare Out in Space who 
brought $26,500. Consigned by the estate of 
Milton Polinger, the stakes winner of 
$132,903 was reported to be barren for 1978 
in addition to having had no foal in 1977. She 
did, however, produce foals in 1974, 1975 
and 1976. Out in Space was purchased by 
Winifred H. Willard of Crozet, Virginia. 

Third best in price was the 6-year-old 
broodmare Czarevna. Consigned by the 
estate of James J. Cashmore, the mare went 
to Philip F.N. Fanning on a bid of $24,000. 
Winner of $69,600, the daughter of *Czar 
Alexander was in foal to Search for Gold. Mr. 
Fanning lives in Unionville, Pa. 

In addition to the 446 horses sold there 
were 67 brought into the ring and returned to 
their consignors on reserve bids. And 
another eight head (all yearlings on which a 
$500 upset price was pre-established) failed 
to attract the minimum bid. They were re¬ 
corded as "no bids."

Springfield's 
Horse Barns 
Still Occupied 

By Jean Crook 

No one has lived in the beautiful brick 
house at Louisa d'A. Carpenter's Springfield 
Farm since the owner was killed in the crash 
of her private airplane at the Easton airport a 
year and a half ago. 

But horses are still very much in evidence 
at the 860-acre Eastern Shore farm, thanks to 
the generosity of Billy Bankhead who inher¬ 
ited the property from Mrs. Carpenter. 

Mr. Bankhead, a 34-year-old dirt farmer, 
tills the soil at Springfield (in addition to 
other nearby farm properties which he 
leases) and permits Mrs. Carpenter's 
longtime farm manager, James Thompson, 
to continue the raising of his own Thorough¬ 
breds on the beautiful estate. 

Says Bankhead: "I've told James that he 
can operate his own horse farm at Spring- 
field for as long as I own the property. And 
right now I have no intention of selling it." 

James, who was born and raised only a few 
miles from Springfield, maintains ten horses 
in the stalls built to accommodate 22 head. 
Although he hopes eventually to become a 
regular consignor to auction sales at 
Timonium, he is presently selling an occa¬ 
sional yearling privately while racing the 
ones which fail to find buyers. Currently, his 
best race horse is B. African, winner this year 
of over $10,000 while competing in claiming 
races of the $14,000 to $20,000 class. 

His trainer is Ernest (Chico) Green, who, 
like Thompson, is black. 

Through the generosity of Bill Bankhead 
(opposite), who inherited Springfield Farm 
from Mrs. Louisa d'A. Carpenter, 
James Thompson breeds and raises horses 
at the beautiful Eastern Shore estate. 
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Describing himself as "a boringly practical 
person," Bankhead admits to being afraid of 
horses from a physical as well as financial 
standpoint. "I'd rather handle a big bull than 
a yearling," says Billy. "And as far as making 
money out of horses is concerned, I find the 
business to be an up and down roller coaster 
ride in which too many people go broke. 

"Frankly, I'm pessimistic about the horse 
business. But if James wants to stay in it, he's 
welcome to use Springfield's facilities." 


Thompson has worked at the farm ever 
since it was acquired by Mrs. Carpenter in 
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1951. He declines to state his age, saying only 
that he is "a few days over 16." 

Bankhead, who had no blood relationship 
to Mrs. Carpenter, is the son of Eugenia 
Bankhead. Eugenia, 75, lives on property a 
few hundred yards from her son's 
waterfront home near Chestertown. She and 
the late actress Tallulah Bankhead were sis¬ 
ters. 

Recalling how his mother and Mrs. Car¬ 
penter lived together at Springfield, Billy 
says that his own personal wing was added 
to the house when he moved in as an 
8-year-old.

"For some reason, my only goal in life was 
to be a farmer. I remember when I was 11 or 
12 years old a teacher speaking to our class 
said that none of us knew what occupation 
we would pursue in life. I raised my hand 
and corrected him. I told him I knew what I 
would do — be a farmer." Years later Mr. 
Bankhead was to graduate from Cornell 
University's College of Agriculture. 

Although Mrs. Carpenter had three chil¬ 
dren, she decided many years ago that 
Springfield would become Billy's property. 

"When I was 21 years old," says Bank- 
head, "Mrs. Carpenter created Springfield 
Farms, Incorporated. I was made president 
of the corporation. Today it's owned by me, 
me and me." 

Although Billy has resisted even his wife's 
efforts to own Thoroughbreds, he encour¬ 
ages his three children (ages 13, 10 and 8) to 
ride and participate in Pony Club events. 

This partial breakthrough in Bankhead's 
antipathy to horses delights Thompson. 
"Billy says you got to be a gambler and a 
dreamer to own horses," says Thompson, 
"and I guess that's true. But I'd sure rather 
work with horses than be a farmer and eat 
dust 24 hours a day." 

Thompson recalls that his first horse came 
to him in the form of a Christmas present 
from Mrs. Carpenter. 

"She called me into the house on Christ¬ 
mas Day in 1960," says James, "and gave me 
an envelope. I opened it and found inside the 
registration certificate for Doon Well." 

Doon Well, then 17 years old, was in foal to 
Speaker Will. The following spring she pro¬ 
duced Hasty Scandal, thus making 
Thompson the breeder of his first Thorough¬ 
bred. 

Although Hasty Scandal did little on the 
race track (she was to win once in 12 starts for 
earnings of $1,000), she whetted her 
breeder's appetite for more and better stock. 

He has today at the farm three handsome, 
well-grown yearlings which he may or may 
not sell. He's firm on his prices and doesn't 
seem to care too much whether the yearlings 
are sold or wind up on the tracks in his colors 
under the handling of his longtime friend 
Chico Green. 
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Springfield continued 


About a rugged colt by Impetuosity out of 
Golden Well, he says: "You like him? Give 
me $6,000 and you can take him home with 
you." 

Then he shows off the Two A Day colt out 
of Nell Nell. "Personally," he says, "I like 
this one a little better. I think he's got to be a 
race horse. Just look at that pedigree. His 
dam is Nell Nell who's a half-sister to B. 
African, and B. African and this yearling are 
both by Two A Day . . ." 

Like all horse breeders, James can dream. 

And to this sort of dreaming, Bankhead 
says it's fine as long as somebody other than 
himself is doing it. 

"I've lived long enough to realize that 
money isn't everything," he adds. "So I say 
to James 'good luck with your horses.' If 
that's what interests him most, then I'm 
going to help him all I can. 

"But I also say to him that he should never 
forget he's on a roller coaster." □

Judy Johnson 
Remembers 

By Lucy Acton 


"Nothing stopped me in those days"notes 
the 74-year-old former Maryland trainer 
who was the first woman in the country ever 
to hold a license to ride professionally. 
Licensed as a steeplechase rider during 
World War II, Miss Johnson actually quit rid¬ 
ing professionally when the men came back 
from war. But she remained the only woman 
jockey for 25 years until Kathy Kusner was 
licensed to ride on the flat in 1968. 

Remembering all that. Miss Johnson gives 
a wide, sad grin, lifts her right arm with her 
left, and lets it fall numbly back into her lap 
— her gesture of futility. "Nothing ever 
stopped me but this." 

Thanksgiving time six years ago Judy 
Johnson suffered a stroke that paralyzed the 
right side of her body, made it difficult for 
her to speak, and confined her to a nursing 
home. Her mind is still sharp, however. 

The adjustment has been as difficult as 
you'd expect for any active person whose life 


Her brother, the only close relative she has 
living nearby, takes her out on Sunday after¬ 
noons, often to events at the Howard County 
Hunt Club. Her other regular diversions are 
newspapers, magazines and the television in 
her room. 

Although Mr. Johnson was there to help 
out with the interview. Miss Johnson an¬ 
swered most of the questions herself. She is 
fairly easy to understand once the listener 
has a few minutes' practice, and she is pa¬ 
tient about repeating herself. 

Brought up in England, near Newmarket, 
Judy Johnson was the daughter of a promi¬ 
nent European horse trainer, Edward 
Johnson. She and her brother Reggie, who is 
one year older than she is, were among ten 
children. Eight are still living, spread geo¬ 
graphically from California to England. Mr. 
Johnson brought his family to Long Island, 
N.Y., in 1926, partly because the Depression 
had already begun in Europe, and Judy, who 
had always ridden and worked with her 
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Johnson continued 

father's horses, set about invading the all¬ 
male territory of the backstretch. 

"It's hard to comprehend now, but there 
just weren't any girls around the tracks 
then," remarks her brother. "She got all 
kinds of boos and criticism at Belmont Park. 
But in a short time, when people found out 
how serious and hard-working she was, she 
got accepted. Sam Hildreth was reputed to 
have said he'd just as soon have Judy riding 
his horses as Earl Sande." 

By 1936, Miss Johnson struck out on her 
own, becoming the second woman in the 
country with a trainer's license. Although 
history tends to focus on her riding break¬ 
throughs, most of Judy Johnson's career cen¬ 
tered around training. 

Maryland-based, in the Montgomery and 
Howard county area, for most of her career, 
she trained primarily for Thomas T. Mott, of 
Washington, D.C., after World War II, and 
her stable won almost every major jumping 
event in the country. In 1947 she had the 


second leading money-winning steeple¬ 
chase stable in the country. 

Part of Miss Johnson's skill as a steeple¬ 
chase trainer was in knowing when to move 
her horses back and forth between hurdles 
and flat competition, according to her 
brother. But as steeplechase racing declined 
she switched to flat racing, training primarily 
forTri Colour Stable, a partnership of Joseph 
Richards, Jr., and Raymond A. DuFour, of 
Chevy Chase, Md. 

Their best horse was Sir Beau, a 
colt Miss Johnson picked out of the 1966 
Eastern Fall Sale for $4,500. Eventually win¬ 
ning $87,000, Sir Beau started in the Preak- 
ness and Belmont Stakes, making Judy 
Johnson the first woman trainer to saddle a 
Preakness horse. 

Now retired at Mr. Richards' farm. Sir 
Beau lives about four miles down the road 
from Miss Johnson and she and her brother 
visit him occasionally. She reports proudly 
that Mr. Richards plans to hunt him this year 
with the Goshen Hunt Club. His portrait, 
which hangs over her bed, is one of the few

Unlike today's female jockeys. Miss 
Johnson took up professional riding mostly 
as a "lark." Before and after her professional 
steeplechase days she rode in many amateur 
jumping races, and when she talks the two 
often merge together. Her first mount after 
getting her license was April 27,1943, at Pim¬ 
lico. She rode her own horse and finished 
tenth in a field of eleven. But she agrees that 
she got a very warm welcome, at least by 
today's standards. 

"The track announcer would tell the 
home-going crowd to come back tomorrow 
and see Miss Judy Johnson ride in the 
steeplechase. They even had me up with the 
celebrity parade, selling war bonds and sign¬ 
ing autographs," she once told a reporter. 

"Of course the tracks lacked any facilities 
for her," related her brother. "Where did 
you dress, Judy? In the Pimlico clubhouse 
ladies' room?" 

Did she mind that? "Naw," she answers 
softly.

Widely reported to be 29 years old at the 
time. Miss Johnson was actually 40. 

After two seasons of campaigning in Mary¬ 
land and Canada, she won seven races. A 
broken back and toe sidelined her and then 
the war ended. 

Much later, when Kathy Kusner was fight¬ 
ing to get her license. Miss Johnson spoke 
out against women jockeys: "Every chorus 
girl looking for a thrill and every Pony Club 
kid wanting excitement would be applying," 
one newspaper quoted her as saying. 

Now Miss Johnson says she thinks the de¬ 
cision to allow women to ride was a good 
thing. "Some of them are pretty good riders. 
I'm not sorry (about women being licensed). 
At one time there were a lot of girls who 
wanted to try. It's important that they be 
excellent at the job, that the standards not be 
lowered for women." 

She envies girls who are just starting out 
now, but Miss Johnson wouldn't be willing 
to trade her fond memories for anything. She 
gives you the feeling that racing was a lot 
more fun in those days. 

Mostly she seems to take pride in her 
daredevil nature, and the many injuries that 
went along with it. She points to the various 
bones she's broken, laughs about the time 
she split her breeches in a race, grins when 
her brother says she "never took back for 
anybody." 

Miss Johnson thought she had a good 
prospect, even a classic horse, in Jig Dancer, 
the Summer Tan colt she was training at the 
time of her stroke in 1971. The illness was 
quite sudden. She was in Montgomery Gen¬ 
eral Hospital in Olney, then spent three 
months at a rehabilitation center in Hagers¬ 
town (Md.). From there she moved to the 
nursing home. 

"I took every kind of therapy they could 
give me," she says. "Nothing helped." 

One thing she did not lose, however, was 
a horsewoman's eye. "I took her to a show in 
Howard county awhile ago," relates her 
brother. "And she pointed to one horse in 
the ring: They ought to take him out.' 

"I asked her why and she got a little an¬ 
noyed with me. 'Can't you see he's leg 
weary?' " □ 
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Outriders are the guardian angels of the 
racetrack. From early morning until the rac¬ 
ing day is done, they may be found rescuing 
exercise riders, catching loose horses and 
often preventing costly refunds for track 
management. Although heroes over and 
over again, more soft-spoken and modest 
men you could not hope to meet. 

"Our ponies are 70 per cent of the job," 
said Red Howell, who retired as an outrider 
last year at age 60 following a back operation. 
"You've got to go through a lot of ponies to 
find one that'll make a good outrider pony. 
That's what makes an outrider. I had a great 
pony and that's what made me." 

Howell is echoed in his sentiments by the 
three men now at the track — William (Rudy) 
Rudolph, Phil Miller and Charlie Linton 
(who replaced Howell). "The horse you ride 
is really most of it," says Linton. "He's got to 
have speed, disposition, and he's got to be 
there when you need him. In this job, you 
can't miss a chance to pick up a horse — you 
may not have another. And in the afternoon, 
a lot of money is at stake." 

The responsibilities of the outriders are 
awesome. 

The post parade leaves the paddock with 
one outrider at the front, "carrying the 
clock." He is the one who must get the 
horses to the starting gate exactly on time. 
Another outrider brings up the rear as the 
horses, in various stages of excitement, leave 
the confines of the paddock and enter a new 
world of sights and sounds. This is the time 
when green horses can go berserk, running 
off with their jockeys, when just about any¬ 
thing can happen. 

The outriders are the ones who must save 
any situation that comes up. 

"An outrider has to be alert at all times," 
says veteran Howell. "He must make sure 
that nobody's in trouble, that there are no 
troubles brewing." 

If a horse gets loose and is not caught by 
the outriders, the odds are that the stewards 
will scratch the horse then and there. And 
the money bet on the horse has to be re¬ 
funded. "A lot of times we've caught horses 
that have later won the race," said Red How¬ 
ell. "That has saved money for everyone."

40's, right after the war, attributes his suc¬ 
cess as an outrider to his pony and his jockey 
experience. "Being a jock was a big help to 
me as an outrider," he said. "I could see that 
things were going to happen before they did 
happen. I could tell many times that a horse 
was going to get loose before he did. You 
could see that a boy was green, and you 
could see that the horse was going to do 
something the boy wouldn't know how to 
handle, and usually it happened just that 
way. 

"My pony, too, could sense problems. He 
would know when a horse was loose before I 
did. All I had to do was watch his ears to 
know where any trouble was. And if a jock 
yelled, 'Hey, Red,' he would be on his way to 
the rescue before I even asked him." 

Red Howell's pony. Sonny, is retired now 
and lives on a farm near Bowie. "He got to be 
a little arthritic," said Howell, "and he had 
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been too good to me to put him down, so he 
is permanently retired." 

Red Howell is still involved with the race¬ 
track. He works at Timonium as a guard to 
the backstretch and is just as involved with 
horsemen as ever. 

Meanwhile, the outriders he worked with, 
Phil Miller and William Rudolph, handle the 
chores as usual, teaming up with Howell's 
replacement, Charlie Linton. 

This trio is marked by a zest for the job and 
for racing in general. Two of them. Miller 
and Rudolph, shared an aversion to school. 
"I was playing hooky every day to ride 
horses at Jamaica (N. Y.)," recalls Phil Miller 
with a grin. "And one day the truant officer 
found me at the track and went to make a 
phone call to tell the school he had me. Well, 
a van was leaving for Saratoga, and I hopped 
on and waved to him in the phone booth as 
we drove out the gate." 


Miller, who is 63, was born in Brooklyn 
and gravitated away from school toward 
horses. He became a steeplechase rider and 
rode for Ambrose Clark for a while. 

As a jumping rider, he got his first outrid¬ 
ing job in a rather glamorous fashion. "I 
wore Elizabeth Taylor's colors for the filming 
of National Velvet when she was 14," he 
said, "and then in the final racing scene they 
put her on a pretty rank horse — she had to 
win and I rode a close second and pulled her 
up after the finish line. That was my first 
outriding job." 

The hardest outriding problem Miller has 
ever had was pulling up a galloping horse 
wearing no bridle. "The jock had come off 
and pulled the bridle off with him," he said. 
"I caught up to him and got him by the nose 
and kept hold of him, cutting off his wind 
until he slowed down."

Behind The Scenes continued 

Miller has been an outrider since 1961 and 
even trained a few horses on the side from 
time to time. "But I stopped that," he says 
candidly, "because I couldn't stand owners. 

I had bad owners and I got tired of training." 
Now he spends time working with his own 
ponies. His favorite is Little Stogie, by Con¬ 
estoga out of a Quarter Horse mare and. 
Miller says, "He knows his job now . . . but 
we had to do a little bit of discussing things 
for a while." The ponies are kept in high 
condition and consequently have to have a 
few turns around the track themselves every 
once in a while. 

Miller and Josephine, his wife of 40 years, 
live in Pikesville. They have three grown 
sons. The oldest is in the construction busi¬ 
ness; the second is a professor of chemistry 
and the youngest is an entomologist in 
Puerto Rico. 

Thirty-nine-year-old Charlie Linton is a 
Marylander from Burtonsville and is from a 
family of horsemen. He rode his father's 
horses and played hooky from school to ride 
as much as he could. He rode at hunt meet¬ 
ings first but went to the track to make a 
living. He was an exercise boy for Leather- 
bury and filled in for Red Howell and for the 
other outriders when they were on vacation. 
When Howell retired, he recommended 
Linton. 

On a weekend, Charlie Linton brings his 
two little daughters to the track (he is di¬ 
vorced), where they help with his ponies and 
ride them back to the barn after the last race. 
Carol is 9 and Nancy, 7. "I'm the kind of 
father that likes to be with my children," says 
Linton, "So I really enjoy having them at the 
track. They help and don't get in the way." 

Linton's ponies came from the Thurmont 
sales, and Rusty, a Quarter Horse, had to 
learn his job the hard way. "At first he 
washed out and kept rearing up, but I 
worked with him day after day and now he's 
like an old dog. I guess I have a reputation for 
getting on all the rogues around the track. I 
like to work with a horse and see him 
change." 

William Rudolph or "Rudy," as everybody 
knows him, is from New Jersey but has been 
in Maryland as an outrider for 12 years. Red 
Howell actually met him in New Jersey and 
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helped him get the job here. "I just naturally 
found myself around horses," he said. "I 
didn't want to do anything else." Rudy lives 
in Laurel. 

The lead pony that Rudy uses is, by all 
judgments, something special. Says Rudy 
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proudly: "He belongs to Michael Wettach 
and he's by Cyane. Do you know this horse 
still holds two track records in Delaware? 
Song of Praise is his name. He broke down 
and was turned out on Mrs. (Henry) Obre's 
farm in South Carolina. Michael Wettach

loaned him to me, and I spent some time 
with him, and look at him now!" (Song of 
Praise earned more than $20,000). 

The three outriders are based at Laurel, 
and are salaried employees of the track. 
Where racing moves, they go. 

Each of the three men has two horses, and 
they keep them in the receiving barn. The 
tracks pay $3.50 a day for each horse's feed, 
but, as Charlie Linton says, "Seven dollars is 
not enough to feed two horses." The men do 
all their work, sharing chores as they share 
aspects of the job. In the morning one man 
goes out on the track at a time for the training 
period, while the other two do the stalls. 

Teamwork is the basis of the outriders' 
relationship, and it holds true for the after¬ 
noon racing schedule as well. Two of the 
men handle the post parade, while the third 
rides out to "left field," which is the open 
expanse beyond the starting gate. There, this 
third outrider can catch any horse that might 
run off during the warm-up period. As the 
horses turn and go back to the gate, this man 
rides in with them. 

Accidents do happen and some hair- 
raising tales are told of near disasters. One of 
the most dramatic rescues involved Red 
Howell. "We were at Hagerstown," he re¬ 
membered, "The horses came out of the 
gate, two boys fell off, and the two loose 
horses turned and started racing the wrong 
way. Meanwhile, the field of horses was 
coming around the track. They were headed 
directly for each other. I got to the two 
horses, caught one in my right hand, and 
headed the other just as the field went by. 
That was a close shave." 

"Every day is exciting," says William 
Rudolph. "That's one of the good things 
about this job. But there are some disasters, 
too. Like last year when two horses got loose 
and we didn't catch them. And they collided. 

"You'd think with all that space out there, 
that they would miss each other, but they 
didn't. I guess it's part of the game." □

The 
stallion prospect won 13 races and was sec¬ 
ond in a division of the 1975 running of 
Monmouth's Salvator Mile Handicap. 

Hartack, Palumbo Honored 

Bill Hartack and Sam Palumbo have been 
selected by a vote of fans as the first induc¬ 
tees into the newly established Charles 
Town Jockeys Hall of Fame. 

Hartack, who got his start at Charles Town 
in the early Fifties, and is now riding in Hong 
Kong, was selected in the "modern" cate¬ 


gory. Palumbo, who retired in 1964 as "King 
of the Halfmilers" and now is a Charles 
Town official, was named as an "oldtimer." 

Hartack and Palumbo were picked from 
among three nominees named in each cate¬ 
gory by a Hall of Fame Selection Committee 
of Chick Lang, Pimlico general manager; B. 
Frank Christmas, a veteran area trainer; 
Joseph B. Kelly, racing editor of the Washing¬ 
ton Star ; Norman W. Corbin, a Charles Town 
trainer; Don Rentch, a Charles Town news¬ 
paperman and racing historian, and Robert 
G. Leavitt, general manager of Charles 
Town. 

Portraits of the two riders will hang in a 
yet-to-be-designated spot at the Charles 
Town Turf Club. 

Hartack went on from Charles Town to 
become the leading jockey in America, 
sweeping all honors in 1956 and 1957 when 
his mounts topped the country in races won, 
money won, stakes won and stakes money 
won. 

He also was the first rider whose mounts 
earned more than $3 million ($3,060,501 in 
1957) and led the winning mounts list four 
times. Hartack has won five Kentucky Der¬ 
bies, a record matched only by Eddie Arcaro. 

Palumbo, who rode on the first program at 
Charles Town on December 3, 1933, had 
more winners (over 700) there than any other 
jockey at any single track in the country. 
During a 10-year span from 1935 to 1945 he 
won with better than 20 per cent of his

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mounts for an 826 total and finished in the 
nation's top 30 riders in 1936 and 1938. 

When Palumbo retired at 55, he was the 
oldest active jockey at a major Thoroughbred 
track. 

The man commissioned to paint the por¬ 
traits of Hartack and Palumbo is Stilson 
Greene, a member of a family prominent in 
Thoroughbred racing for three generations. 

Greene is the son of Marvin H. Greene, a 
former trainer who now manages Bertram 
Firestone's Catoctin Stud at Waterford, Va., 
and the nephew of Stanley T. Greene, Jr., 
also a former trainer and now president and 
manager of the Virginia Stallion Station at 
Middleburg. Stilson's paternal grandfather 
was a trainer and steeplechase rider and two 
of his uncles on his mother's side, Marvin 
and George Everhart, also conditioned 
horses. 

Greene is a graduate in fine arts from Rad¬ 
ford College in Virginia and now teaches art 
at Northern Virginia Cdfnmunity College. 
He also is employed as art director with a 
printing firm in Leesburg, Va., and free¬ 
lances. 



Dan Riddle To Louisiana 

Dan M. Riddle, owner of Raven Brook 
Farm in Nanjemoy, Md., reports that he has 
moved his horse operation to his new 
Meadow Wood Farm in Marksville, Loui¬ 
siana. Mr. Riddle stood the 10-year-old stal¬ 
lion Bold Sun (by ^Spring Sun out of Gam¬ 
boge) at his Charles county farm. 

Shenandoah To Reopen 

Shenandoah Downs, closed at the end of 
the 1975 season, will re-open December 26 
and will resume its role in the Charles Town 
racing schedule. 

Robert G. Leavitt, who came out of retire¬ 
ment early this year to resume management 
of Charles Town, announced the decision by 
Kenton Corporation, new owner of Shenan¬ 
doah Downs and Charles Town Turf Club. 

Leavitt said that the 1977 schedule through 
December 31 will be completed at Shenan¬ 
doah and that he will ask the West Virginia 
Racing Commission for the first meeting of 
1978 at that track. 

The move is being made, Leavitt said, to 
produce better racing for horsemen and to 
make the sport more interesting for fans.

All seven of Festive Mood's stakes wins 
were achieved after Small became the 
horse's trainer three years ago. His wins in¬ 
clude the Stuyvesant Handicap, Explorer 
Handicap, Pennsylvania Governor's Cup 
Handicap, John B. Campbell Handicap, Get¬ 
tysburg Handicap, Hessian Handicap and 
Preston M. Burch Handicap. 

Festive Mood's career totals show 132 
starts, 23 wins, 25 seconds and 15 thirds. He 
ran his final race at Bowie on October 10, 
winning the Preston M. Burch Handicap 
under 114 pounds. Behind him were Re¬ 
sound, Chati, Mr. International, Pistol White 
and Sailingon. 

The horse was buried at Mr. and Mrs. 
Gibson's farm in Drumore, Pa. 

In A Trance Retired 

In A Trance, winner of five stakes and 
$167,732, has been retired to stud and will 
stand the 1978 season at the Barnesville 
Thoroughbred Farm in Boyds, Md., for a live 
foal fee of $1,500.

Disease Causes Import Ban 

The highly contagious newly discovered 
venereal disease of horses — contagious 
equine metritis (CEM) — which has caused a 
ban on the import of breeding stock from 
certain countries, was the subject of a recent 
European fact-finding trip by a team of 
United States veterinarians. On September 
9, 1977, breeding stock from the affected 
countries of France, Great Britain, Ireland 
and Australia were barred from entering this 
country. Geldings and young stock were not 
included in the ban. On their return, vet¬ 
erinarians, representing the United States 
Department of Agriculture, stated that the 
threat of CEM entering this country is of 
utmost concern to the Thoroughbred indus¬ 
try — the only breed of horses affected so far 
by this bacterial disease. In Newmarket, Eng¬ 
land, the disease hit 17 of 40 stud farms and 
caused a premature end to the breeding 
season and the loss in 1977 of approximately 
30 million dollars. Among the mares covered 
in the affected stud farms in Newmarket, 30 
percent were said to have shown clinical 
signs of the disease. 

The veterinarians found that CEM was 
first diagnosed in France in 1975. From 
France, it spread to Ireland where, in the 
1976 breeding season, outbreaks occurred at 
10 stud farms. Full information on the extent 
of CEM in France has not yet been received. 

The primary clinical manifestation of the 
disease in mares is a copious, purulent dis¬ 
charge which occurs 3 to 5 days after a mare 
has been covered. Many mares do not con¬ 
ceive and come back into heat. Some mares 
have early abortions. It is believed that a few 
infected mares have carried foals to term. 

Their report stated, "The role of the stal¬ 
lion in CEM is not clearly defined. It is be¬ 
lieved that the stallion is more than a 
mechanical transmittor of this disease. The 
transmission of CEM seems to be enhanced 
in the presence of stallion semen."

Fight For Gold went into the rich (gross 
purse $65,100; value to winner $52,000) Tri- 
State Futurity a maiden and came out a 
three-quarter length winner. Owned by the 
Entremont partnership of Dr. Jean Poirier 
and attorney David Weinberg, the half-sister 
to Cojak (winner of over $300,000) and Doc¬ 
tor Po ($50,300) is still eligible for a nonwin¬ 
ners of two. Fight For Gold is the third Tri- 
State Futurity winner owned by Entremont. 
The others were Softly (1972) and Cojak 
(1975). Like Fight For Gold, Softly was a 
maiden when she won the West Virginia 
race. Up until February of this year Albert 
Cohen was the third partner in Entremont. 
He now races his own stable which includes 


multiple stakes winner Cojak. Mr. Weinberg 
remains a partner with Mr. Cohen in Cojak. 

Fight On, the dam of Fight For Gold, was to 
be sold this month at Keeneland by her 
owner, Peter Fuller. Fight On had been 
maintained by Dr. Poirier at his farm free of 
charge in exchange for every other foal pro¬ 
duced by the mare. The mare has no yearling 
but did produce a colt by Quadrangle for Mr. 
Fuller in 1977. She is being sold in foal to 
What a Pleasure. 

Dr. Poirier credits his trainer, Richard V. 
Lowe, with the decision to run Fight For 
Gold in the Tri-State. "She finished third at 
Laurel on Wednesday (three days before the 
Tri-State), and I thought it was absurd to run 
her back so soon," says Dr. Poirier. "When 
Rick called me up to say he wanted to run 
her, I thought he was either hallucinating or 
had stopped by a local pub. My reaction was: 
'Hell, no!' But he kept insisting, and finally I 
gave in." 

Dr. Poirier is a general practitioner in Fre¬ 
derick and also heads the medical equipment 
manufacturing firm known as Medspecs. 
Regarding his horses, he said: "I think I lead 
a charmed life." This point is well illustrated 
by the relative success he and Mr. Fuller have 
had in the foals out of Fight On. The mare's 
first foal was Poirier's. That one turned out to 
be stakes-placed Doctor Po. The second foal 
was Fuller's: Largo Lady, winner of $17,552. 
The third was Poirier's: Cojak, winner of 
$300,000. The fourth was Fuller's: Fight On 
Dandy, winner of $1,960 through September 
1. The fifth was Poirier's: Fight For Gold, 
winner of $57,010 through November 1.

It is not often that Maryland is represented 
by two such fine juveniles as Star De Naskra 
and Quadratic. Both rank near the top na¬ 
tionally and seem certain to gain high weight 
assignments on Tommy Trotter's year-end 
Experimental Handicap.

Seeming to improve with every start, 
3-year-old Pearl Necklace gained her fourth 
consecutive victory in the $50,000 Long Is¬ 
land Handicap on Aqueduct's grass course 
last month. A stakes winner on both the dirt 
and turf. Pearl Necklace has won races on 
fast, good, muddy and firm footing. Trained 
by Roger Laurin, she is owned by Reginald 
N. Webster, a New York financier who main¬ 


tains the bulk of his breeding stock in Ken¬ 

tucky. 

Pearl Necklace is the first of Ambernash's 
nine stakes winners to surpass the $200,000 
mark in earnings. The stallion, who stands at 
Fendall Clagett's Larking Hill Farm for a 
$2,000 live foal fee, himself made only three 
starts, winning twice. He was auctioned at 
Timonium in the 1966 dispersal of William 
duPont Jr.'s horses, going to Richard S. 
Reynolds, Jr., on a bid of $25,000. In addition 
to Pearl Necklace, Ambernash has sired the 
1977 stakes winners Pistol White and Trade 
Marker. 

Dam of Pearl Necklace is the Traffic Judge 
mare Another Jane. Bred by L. Hetzel, 
Another Jane made only three starts—all in 
New York as a 2-year-old. She finished 11th, 
7th and 10th in those maiden special weight 
races. At stud, the mare produced two foals 
prior to Pearl Necklace. The first was Em- 
braceable (winner of one race) and the sec¬ 
ond was Reunite (winner in France). 
Another Jane's dam is Countess Jane, a 
stakes winner of $31,487. 

In winning the Long Island Handicap Pearl 
Necklace carried top weight of 123 pounds, 
despite the fact she was confronting older 
fillies and mares. She led the entire mile and 
a sixteenth, registering by a length and a 
quarter over Javamine, the odds-on favorite 
who was coupled in the betting with Nijana. 
Performing as the Mack Miller-trained entry, 
Javamine and Nijana carried 121 and 119 
pounds, respectively. 


unraced, 10-year-old Candle Star has pro¬ 
duced three other money-making foals for 
Lancaster, but none of them was able to win 
a stake. Mr. Lancaster states that in addition 
to picking out Candle Star for him, Mr. Col- 
will also advised him to breed the mare to 
Naskra, a Kentucky-based stallion who is a 
half-brother to champion Wajima. 

In the Marlboro Nursery Star De Naskra was 
installed 3-to-5 favorite. He gave nine 
pounds (122 to 113) to all of the six other 
starters and won in a driving finish by a 
length from Peaceful Country. The colt's 
trainer, Richard D. Ferris, is confident that 
he will have in 1978 one of the prime conten¬ 
ders for the Triple Crown events. 

Following his Marlboro Nursery victory, Mr. 
Lancaster (whose nickname is Jiggs) said: 
'T'm a Bowie boy, and this is a Bowie horse. 
All my life I've wanted to win a stake at 
Bowie. 1 live just over the hill from here. 
Everybody in Bowie was rooting for this 
horse. If he hadn't won, I think I'd have been 
forced to leave town. When I took my fore¬ 


man (Joseph Mallory) home after the race 
there were people lining the fences waving 
to us." 

Trainer Ferris reported that he didn't run a 
totally fit horse. Said Dick: "Because of the 
coughing in my barn, I backed off training 
him hard. I was afraid he was coming down 
with the virus. Now I'm going to keep him 
away from my sick horses and crank him up 
for the Laurel Futurity."

Sex Appeal's dam is the Traffic 
Judge mare Best In Show. She was a 
stakes-winner of $53,880 and produced 
Malinowski, champion 2-year-old in Ireland 
in 1975. 

Windfields Farm reports that it sold a year¬ 
ling half-sister to Try My Best at Keeneland 
this year for $75,000. The filly was sired by 
Halo. The farm also reports that it has a 
weanling full brother to Try My Best. 

With the ability of Try My Best now being 
revealed, it seems likely that Maryland's 
champion sire Northern Dancer will be dou¬ 
bly honored in the year-end English Free 
handicaps. His son The Minstrel seems cer¬ 
tain to be topweighted in the 3-year-old Free 
Handicap, and it is more than likely that Try 
My Best will gain top impost among the 
2-year-olds. 

Northern Dancer, 16, stands on a private 
contract basis at Windfields. Syndicated for

Although heavily weighted at 130 pounds 
(giving from 11 to 22 pounds to his seven 
opponents), Mark's Place proved decisively 
best in the Tanforan Handicap, winning by 
three and a half lengths from Azirae. The 
5-year-old son of Stoic was gaining his 
fourth stakes win — all achieved in 1977 after 
being sold by Mrs. M.- Troy Jones for 
$142,000 at a California auction sale this past 
winter. Mr. Jones, breeder of Mark's Place, 
died last September. 

Foaled at Mr. and Mrs. Jones' Maidstone 
Farm in Chesapeake City, Mark's Place is the 
only stakes winner sired by the deceased 
Stoic. Bred by the Wheatley Stable, Stoic (by 
*Princequillo out of the Bold Ruler mare Bold 
Consort) raced only once. Because of his 
superb pedigree, Mr. Jones purchased the 
horse as a stallion prospect, bringing him to 
Maryland in 1971. 

The success this year of Mark's Place on the 
West Coast generated interest there in his 
sire. Feelers were extended to Mrs. Jones 
regarding sale of the horse. Eventually a deal 
was made. Stoic's price reportedly set at 
$50,000. But tragedy befell the horse when a 
routine blood test disclosed that he was posi¬ 
tive for Equine Infectious Anemia. With 
great regret, Mrs. Jones ordered the stallion 
destroyed.

On November 27 Herman Cohen (one of 
Pimlico's principal owners) will be 83 years 
old. He is one of the finest gentlemen in 
racing and has for years bred and raced a 
small stable in partnership with his son, 
Nathan. But last year Mr. Cohen decided to 
discontinue his breeding operation. He sold 


his breeding stock (five broodmares, four 
sucklings and four yearlings) to his former 
trainer, Douglas R. Small. Included among 
the yearlings was Caesar's Wish. 

Small immediately consigned the yearlings 
to the 1976 Eastern Fall Sale. He hoped to get 
$20,000 for Caesar's Wish ("she was without 
doubt the best looking yearling I had ever 
raised") and was astounded when he had to 
buy her back at $7,500 on his own reserve 
bid. Getting quickly on the telephone to 
another owner (Sally Gibson) Small sold 
Caesar's Wish to her in a private transaction.

Fenwick Wins 
Pennsylvania 
Cup On Dosdi

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Dosdi, trained and ridden by Charles C. Fen¬ 
wick, Jr., of Butler, captured the 44th Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup at Uniontown on November 5. Owned by 
Charlie Fenwick's mother, Mrs. Donald M. Culver of 
Lafayette, Colorado, the 8-year-old Argentine-bred 
gelding posted a time of 8:27 over a 4-mile course in 
defeating Bent Page, ridden by W. Duncan Patter¬ 
son. All There Is and Still In All failed to finish. 

Last year's timber horse of the year and likely to 
repeat that honor, Dosdi is one of only six horses to 
win the fall classic two years in a row. He was a flat 
racer in Argentina, where Jonathan Sheppard 
selected him as a likely timber prospect. □ 
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persistent rain and cold northeast wind 
could not dampen the enthusiasm of the 
highly partisan crowd which watched J. 
Michael Plumb prove beyond doubt that he 
is the best Three-Day Event rider in the 
world. 

Astride Mr. and Mrs. Ronald Marra's 
horses, Laurenson and Better and Better, 
Mike took first and second places at the 
Ledyard Farm Horse Trials, held October 
13-16 in Hamilton, Massachusetts. 

Plumb, who lives in Chesapeake City, 
Md., has represented the United States in 
five consecutive Olympics and is headed for 
a sixth. He has been this country's leading 
Three-Day rider eight different times. 

At Ledyard he gained his unprecedented 
one-two placings by finishing first with 
Laurenson (purchased by Mr. Marra from 
the 1976 Australian Olympic team) and sec¬ 
ond with Bettter and Better (the horse with 
which he won the individual silver medal at 
the 1976 Olympics). 

Opposing the captain of the USET's 
Three-Day squad were the best riders in 
America in addition to a strong field of Euro¬ 
pean challengers. But most of the foreign 
riders brought their second horses, putting 
them at a distinct disadvantage against the 
Americans. 

The Maryland contingent included several 
excellent riders, in addition to its ace-of-aces, 
Mike Plumb (who also placed sixth in the 
Preliminary with Laser). From the Green 
Spring Valley there was Peter Green who 
finished second with Naval Observer in the 
Preliminary. And from Monkton came Bea 


Perkins who placed fifth in the Preliminary 
with Chickaboom. 

Heading the six-rider team representing 
Great Britain was Lucinda Prior-Palmer who 
this year won the big event at Badminton 
(England) for a third time, a feat accom¬ 
plished by only one other rider. She also 
captured the individual title this year at the 
European Championships. 

Four riders (including Bromont Bronze 
medallist Karl Schultz) competed for West 
Germany. Other nations represented were 
Ireland (one rider), Italy (four), Holland 
(one). New Zealand (one) and Canada (six). 

Ledyard '77 also hosted a three-day car¬ 
riage driving competition and demonstra¬ 
tions by the University of Massachusetts 
equestrian drill team. Therapeutic Riding for 
the Handicapped and the Massachusetts Na¬ 
tional Lancers (traditional mounted escorts 
for the Massachusetts governor). MGM was 
there with film stars Tatum O'Neal and An¬ 
thony Hopkins to film background shots for 
"International Velvet," the upcoming sequel 
to "National Velvet." 

In the Advanced Division there were 42 
entries, 20 of them from the U. S. 

A vet check was required before the first 
day of the competition and the New Zealand 
horse unfortunately did not pass. It was a 
long way for Tony Harris to travel and not be 
able to compete. His twin brother, Paul, 
competed in the Preliminary dressage but 
withdrew after the first phase of the competi¬ 
tion. 

Those who rode their dressage tests on 
Thursday had a definite advantage over 
those who had to ride in the pouring rain on 
Friday, yet out of the 17 entrants who per¬ 
formed on that first day, only one, Mike 
Plumb on Better and Better, finished among 
the top ten. 

Friday dawned cold and rainy. The 
weather worsened as the day wore on but 
the winning ride, under the worst condi¬ 
tions, was turned in by the next-to-last en-

trant, Mike Plumb on Laurenson. Karl 
Schultz placed second for the Germans, 
Better and Better was third, Bruce Davidson 
and Irish Cap, who performed the last test of 
the day, were fourth, and Lucinda Prior- 
Palmer of Great Britain rode Killaire to fifth 
place after dressage. 

At the end of this phase the first seven 
placings were within eight points of each 
other. Due to the combination of blustery 
weather and extremely fit horses, many of 
the Advanced dressage tests were not up to 
normal standards. 

Eddy Stibbe, of Holland, who was sixth 
after dressage, commented, "The test had to 
be ridden very carefully because the transi¬ 
tions were difficult with a fit horse in the 
mud." 

Beth Perkins claimed that the weather 
made her horse's performance totally un¬ 
predictable: "I wasn't ever sure if she (Irish 
Trick) would enter the arena; when the cold 
wind is blowing like that you never know 
how your horse will react." 

Bruce Davidson, although he worked 
Golden Griffin for two hours before his ride, 
had a very explosive and rough test. 

Judges of the dressage phase of the compe¬ 
tition were Mrs. Robert Hall from England, 
Etienne Franchon from France, and Anton 
Buhler from Switzerland. 


The rain made riding dressage miserable, 
but the competitors were most concerned 
with the effect it would have on the demand¬ 
ing cross-country course. 

Glimpses of huge obstacles through the 
trees drew worried comments from riders 
and coaches alike. The course looked bigger 
and more demanding than any seen to date 
in the United States. Denny Emerson, from 
Vermont, a veteran of the World Cham¬ 
pionships in England, remarked that this 
course "looked even bigger than Burghley 
and that's the biggest I have ever seen." 

Chris Collins, when asked how he felt 
about the course, replied, "I was here in '73 
and the course is much more difficult than it 
was then, but the caliber of United States 
horses and riders has also risen considerably 
since then." Chris did not believe that the 
European riders had improved as much as 
the Americans. 

Karl Schultz, comparing the Ledyard 
course to Bromont, said that the latter was 
the more difficult: "It was longer and more 
hilly, and the footing was bad because it was 
changing all the time." 

Neil Ayer, the event chairman, added that 
there was not a logical presentation of fences 
at Bromont. 

"Our course is more cleverly conceived, 
better built and more difficult than it has 
been in past years" he said. "It requires 
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quicker thinking and a more athletic per¬ 
formance of horse and rider than Bromont 
and Badminton (England) because it is in a 
tighter area; there are more problems in 
turns and striding." 

Many changes have been made in the 
course since the building began two years 
ago; in fact, alterations ordered by the tech¬ 
nical delegate (Great Britain's Lord Hugh 
Russell) were being made a day before the 
event began. Some fences had to be lowered 
twice, and the roads and tracks was shor¬ 
tened by two kilometers due to the wet foot¬ 
ing. "After all, the European horses are not 
really the top ones," he commented. "I think 
some of the riders are quite surprised to find 
fences of this size." 

The builders and designers of the Ledyard 
courses have always prided themselves on 
turning out a tough challenge to any rider. 
This year it seemed as if Ayer, Roger Haller 
and Richard Newton had outdone them¬ 
selves. 

In addition to the Advanced division, a 
Preliminary championship was offered for 
horses that had qualified by finishing first or 
second at official Preliminary competitions 
during the previous year. This course was by 
far the largest Preliminary level course ever 
seen. Most of the British riders looking at it 
commented that it could definitely be con¬ 
sidered an Intermediate course by English 
standards. 


Fifty-one of the USA's top Preliminary 
horses competed, and after the dressage 
phase, the top ten riders were separated by 
less than 12 points. Karen Sachey and High 
Kite led Hillary Thompson on Inisfail. 

The Preliminary horses went first in 
cross-country. Generally the course proved 
to be tough in the extreme. Horse after horse 
came to grief. The ground seemed responsi¬ 
ble for some falls, but the size of the course 
proved to be too much for less experienced 
horses and riders. Those who had ridden at 
the Advanced levels or with the Team were 
better off than those with less experience. 

In the cross-country 14 Preliminary horses 
were eliminated, three retired on course, and 
three more were withdrawn. Only five went 
around without incurring time faults, among 
them Mary Anne Tauskey and Bruce David¬ 
son. "It is supposed to be a championship, 
but it seems as if it is too much for the average 
Preliminary horse and rider," commented 
one of the spectators. 

The problem fences were at the beginning 
of the course. Many refusals and several falls

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occurred at Fence No. 5, an L-shaped post- 
and-rail and ditch. The competitor was ex¬ 
pected to jump the first element, then turn 
on a 90-degree angle and jump the second 
element. The deep going prevented the 
horses from moving on into the second ele¬ 
ment and consequently caused many refus¬ 
als. 

The sixth fence was a colossal birch rail 
oxer at the crest of a hill. One horse fell in 
between the rails, making it necessary to tear 
the fence down in order to free him. 

Fence No. 7 was the famous swimming 
pool which causes problems every year. 

Time faults were the cause of major 
changes in the standings. Karen Sachey had 
a clean but slow round which dropped her 
into fourth place. Meanwhile, Peter Green 
had the fastest time of the day and a clean 
performance which advanced him from 14th 
to third place. He had one tense moment on 
the course, at a smaller version of the Ad¬ 
vanced "Taxis" fence: "Naval Observer 
never really unfolded as he landed and he 
pecked really badly. I went right up on his 
neck and thought I was a goner, but a hand 
came out from nowhere and pulled me back 
into the saddle." Others in the running had 
refusals or time faults and dropped behind 
the leaders. 


At the start of the final phase, the stadium 
jumping, only 30 of the original 51 Prelimi¬ 
nary entries were still in the competition. 
Mary Anne Tauskey on The Sheik held a 
slight lead over Bruce Davidson and Might 
Tango, and Peter Green and Karen Sachey 
were less than ten points behind the leader. 
In a heartbreaking climax to a very successful 
weekend. The Sheik pulled the last rail on 
the course for a very costly ten penalty 
points, which moved Mary Anne back into 
fourth place. This gave Bruce Davidson and 
Might Tango the championship, Peter Green 
second money and Karen Sachey third. Bea 
Perkins was fifth on Chickaboom, a horse 
she had been riding for only two weeks be¬ 
fore the competition; her scheduled mount 
was unable to compete. Mike Plumb chalked 
up yet another superb performance on Laser 
to capture sixth spot in the Preliminary 
championships. 

Thirty of the 39 horses who took part in the 
Advanced competition survived the cross¬ 
country ordeal. 

There were 17 clear rounds, only seven 
eliminations and one fatality. (Amtrak, rid¬ 
den by Susan Davis of the U. S., had a heart 
attack over the fourth to last fence.) 

The heavy going and twisty course al¬ 
lowed only three horses to finish without 
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time faults. The Europeans did remarkably 
well, considering they were riding their 
second-string horses. (The best European 
horses had just competed in the European 
championships a few weeks previous to the 
Ledyard event.) 

Beth Perkins was the first competitor to 
ride the Advanced course. With a recent ac¬ 
quisition, a horse from California called Hot 
Shot Shawn, she set out on the roads and 
tracks leading to the steeplechase. 

Arriving at the vet check before the final 
phase, she looked grimly determined. Rid¬ 
ing cautiously, not going flat out for speed, 
she piloted the horse around the course with 
no difficulty. 

Mike Plumb was the next rider, on Better 
and Better. The big chestnut, fully recovered 
from his exhausting ordeal in the Olympics, 
fairly ate up the ground for a good clean go. 
Perhaps the "monster" course was not so 
very bad after all. 

It certainly could be ridden. 

Bruce Davidson and Golden Griffin were 
not doing well in trying to repeat their suc¬ 
cess of '75. After a poor showing in dressage, 
they had an unaccustomed stop at the "cof¬ 
fin." 

Karl Schultz went very slowly with his 
young horse, for 40 time penalties, more

than enough to drop him way down in the 
standings. 

Lucinda pushed Killaire for all he was 
worth. "He's a horse with a short stride — to 
make time he has to go flat out most of the 
way," she explained. With great skill she 
came in with a mere five time faults. 

Bruce Davidson and Irish Cap made the 
whole thing look like child's play as they 
went around. Derek di Grazia on Thriller II, 
riding in his first big international event, 
scorched around in the fastest time of the day 
for no faults at all. This is a combination that 
has been seen frequently in Maryland. 

Toward the end of the day it was obvious 
that the course designers had achieved their 
purpose. As Lucinda put it "They scared the 
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Ledyard continued 

daylights out of us, but as it turned out, it 
could be done!" 

Mike Plumb on Laurenson went next to 
last. The big dark horse, looking as someone 
said "like the very ideal of a Three-Day 
horse," never put a foot wrong, and Mike, 
with his unrivalled sense of pace, came in 
exactly on the button for an entirely clean 
trip. "I had two very good horses under me," 
was his modest comment. 

Stadium jumping day brought some very 
welcome sunlight early on. The horses all 
passed the veterinary inspection and the 
contest came down to its final phase. 

The Advanced horses jumped in reverse 
order of placing so that the leaders went right 
at the end of the division. This made for a 
gradual buildup of tension but meant that 
the ground was deteriorating throughout the 
competition. Down to the last ten horses the 
excitement grew. Tad Coffin on Bally Cor 
went clean, Bruce Davidson on Irish Cap 
pulled one of the last rails, Derek di Grazia 


went clean. Lucinda on Killaire produced a 
heart-in-mouth round as the horse appeared 
to suck back before two fences, but Lucinda 
with her customary skill managed to pull up 
without faults. The owners of Killaire, 
watching from the sidelines, turned their 
backs as he entered the arena, not being able 
to take the suspense. "Can I look now?" 
asked Charles Cyzer as they finished. 

A small group of US riders, among them 
Denny Emerson and Mary Anne Tauskey, 
scrunched themselves under a large golf 
umbrella to watch the final rounds. The time 
came for Mike Plumb to go. The atmosphere 
was charged with electricity from the grow¬ 
ing excitement as everyone realized that fi¬ 
nally Mike was going to do it. On Better and 
Better he rode in for the salute. Taking up the 
reins he turned for the start. Fence by fence 
the big chestnut left something in doubt, for 
he isn't the neatest horse with his front legs. 
He is inclined to dangle them in the air. But 
Mike kept him in hand, well balanced, down 
to the last three, a big triple combination in 
front of the stands — one, another, and the 
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final fence. Clear! Indian war whoops were 
heard into the next state! 

There was a brief pause as Mike got off, 
weighed in and changed his saddle to his 
other horse. Laurenson entered the arena. 
Again a flawless round, with Mike eventu¬ 
ally cracking his habitual calm expression 
with a grin that went from ear to ear. 

He had indeed done it. First , and second , at 
the toughest competition ever held in the 
United States. A victory well deserved. 
Someone twitted him at the post-stadium 
press party: "After all Mike, you came in 
second." "Just to keep up the tradition," he 
replied. Cl

Fox Tricks Are 
Treat To Behold

According to the annals of the fox, November 1 marks a very 
important day. Just as January 1 marks the birthday of the Thor¬ 
oughbred, so does November 1 signal the coming of age from cub 
to full-fledged fox. 

This is the month when newly-grown foxes begin to draw on 
the arsenal of hound-foiling ruses learned during the cubbing 
season under the tutelage of their elders, veterans of many a 
chasing season. 

We do not presume to know exactly how a fox thinks and 
feels, but anyone with a certain amount of experience in follow¬ 
ing and viewing foxes will attest to their unmitigated joy in the 
chase . . . and their obvious delight in using a few time-honored 
"tricks of the trade." 

"Doubling back" is the mainstay, the true traffic-stopper that 
rarely fails to make the hounds fully extend their brains and 
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"Red Fox" by noted wildlife artist Ray Harm 


olfactory senses. Hunting sages have witnessed a fox, doubling 
back, follow his path practically pad for pad to his place of origin, 
leaving befuddled hounds in his wake. Partial doubling back, 
double-doubling back and other variations lend more confusion. 

Sometimes a fox will even romp insouciantly right through the 
waiting field, where steaming horses and their riders interfere 
with his scent. A fox in this situation has been observed to have a 
rather dapper, arrogant air, a d'Artagnan character. 

A fox knows instinctively how to confuse his scent, the 
contrail he leaves, the clue the hounds must follow. He runs 
along roads where scent adheres poorly. He wades through 
streams where the water leaves no trace. He jumps onto fences 
and walls, has been known to run through a house, through a 
barnyard, through a herd of cattle or sheep. Stories are told about 
a fox's leaping on top of a ewe and adding the smell of lanolin to 
his own aroma. 

All is fair when the fox is leading the way to a pack of hounds. 

A detour through a pen of baby pigs is a sure thing. There is not a 
hound that can resist such temptation. And the fox always seems 
to know where the many Achilles' heels lie. 

Simply crossing a stream can create a conundrum to foil the 
wisest hound. A fox has been observed to approach a stream, 
make a short detour to the right and the left, thus leaving false 
trails in both directions. Then with glee, he has leaped the stream 
and made off across country while hounds worked up and down 
the stream. 

If you should happen to view a fox bouncing impertinently 
across a field, delighting in his superior wisdom, you could not 
possibly say that he was unhappy. On the contrary, with brain¬ 
power begotten of centuries, he makes mere mortals of us all. □

Enliven Marlborough Meeting

O n an October day when hunting was 
weather-perfect Harry could not make a 
meet and A1 was hunting hounds. 

Marlborough Hunt is one of the few 
foxhunting clubs around that has two qual¬ 
ified individuals who can hunt the pack at 
any time and still maintain quality per¬ 
formance and discipline. This came about 
when Marlborough's MFH, A1 Smith, Jr., 
retired as honorary huntsman to become 
Master and in turn asked his brother, Harry, 
to take over as honorary huntsman. 

The meet was set for His Lordship's Kind¬ 
ness, the John Walton place in Clinton. It 
was the first time in nearly two years Marl¬ 
borough had hunted there, and it didn't take 
many minutes to discover that brush, briars 
and scrub had taken over. The paths were 
terribly overgrown. Once-familiar streams 
were now more like creeks, three and four 
feet deep in some places. This intrigued the 
Master. He rode the creek banks until he 
discovered the reason. 

Hounds of course were working all the 
time. 

Quietly watching and working his way 
upstream, A1 soon discovered the problem. 
Beaver dams. Beaver were having a blast 
jamming up the streams, slapping their tails 
on the water's surface and getting ready for 
winter. 


Crossing with care and casting hounds 
away from the water, Smith soon had his 
hounds on a line. From the pattern the fox 
was running the Master-huntsman guessed 
a gray was giving a little sport on a lovely fall 
afternoon. 

About 25 riders were enjoying themselves, 
and Jim Bell and Katherine Cawood were 
doing their usual whipping duties. 

As the hounds started to boil. Smith was 
right with them. They were having a ball. 
The field had forded the creek, some going in 
at least four feet, none taking a dip. Hounds 
were in full cry. Unfortunately, A1 soon 
heard some other cries. It wasn't only 
hounds making all the racket. 

Plagued with encroaching suburbia like 
nearly every hunt in the country, the Marl¬ 
borough hounds had found their way smack 
into the backyards of Williamsburg Estates, a 
new housing development. 

"It was a circus," A1 reported. "Children 
were screaming, about 15 housewives were 
telling us in no uncertain terms to get out of 
there. The hounds had denned a gray fox 
right smack in the middle of it all in a pile of 
brush." 

Asked how he handled such a situation. 
Smith said it really wasn't such a difficult 
task. "I sat on my horse in the woods and 
blew my horn. I sent Katherine in to soothe 
the situation." 
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Apparently, no one suggested to the irate 
housewives that it really wasn't the hounds' 
fault they ended up in their backyards. After 
all, it was the fox who led them there. 

Collecting hounds, staff and field. Smith 
headed for the Piscataway branch and the 
Charles Wood farm. Again, it was difficult to 
ford but everyone plunged in, including the 
Master who was just a little anxious to get out 
of the area. Riding his seasoned Adigio, he 
apparently chose a not too clear spot and was 
smacked in the nose with a branch which 
protruded inward and upward. With blood 
flowing as freely as the Piscataway, A1 cast 
hounds once more, this time striking the line 
of a red. 

They ran for well over an hour, but to no 
satisfactory end. Lifting hounds, the 
huntsman returned to the creek bed and cast 
again. 

This time a gray was viewed. Gone away 
was sounded and for about 20 minutes 
hounds, staff and field were in high gear. 
Smith and honorary whipper-in Jim Bell 
took to the high ground. Riding in front and 
looking down over the swampy area where 
hounds struck, they had the old bird's eye 
view. Hounds were boiling. 

A1 and Jim couldn't believe what they saw. 

Out of the brush across the swamp from 
where they stood, a big black bear lumbered, 
crossed the road and re-entered on the north 
side. The men looked at each other, speech¬ 
less. Finally A1 spoke, "If you don't tell, I 
won't!" Jim didn't have time to reply. They 
took off. 

It took four miles of hard riding to whip 
hounds off the bear. None in the field knew 
what they were chasing at the time. "We got 
all of them off but two couple and they came 
in the next morning," A1 said. 

When they came in, they didn't tell, 
either. Cl

Easy Transition 

A promising newcomer to the hunting 
field is Jack Mobberley's J. Carl K., a horse 
who has embarked upon a second career 
after having done better than most with his 
first. J. Carl K., by Edliss, was bred, raised 
and raced by the Mobberleys and earned 
$35,670 in 46 starts. J. Carl K.'s lifetime rec¬ 
ord shows 7 wins, 6 seconds and 10 thirds 
before he bowed his left fore in 1975. He was 
turned out and brought up as a hunter, and 
at Howard County's opening meet (his sec¬ 
ond time out), he stood and listened like a 
veteran. 

J. Carl K.'s quiet temperament perhaps 
stems from his being orphaned soon after 
birth when his dam, Catharpin, was hit by 
lightning. He was hand-raised by the Mob¬ 
berleys and brought up practically as a 
member of the family. Consequently, his 
trust is greater than most off-the-track 
horses and this quality is already being evi¬ 
denced in the hunting field. 

"It's only fitting that he should be a good 
hunter," said Jack Mobberley. "He was 
named for my favorite uncle-in-law, J. Carl 
Kincheloe, who was MFH of the Bull Run for 
many years. Now he has given up hunting, 
being in his 70's, but he is following his 
namesake's career in the hunting field."

Hunt Night

H i ho, it was hunt night at the Washing¬ 
ton International Horse Show. Gentlemen in 
scarlets strutted around the promenade at 
the Capital Centre like penguins on parade. 
Spirits were high, competition keen and 
good fun was the order of the evening. 

From the blowing of hunting horns when 
winners were announced to the retirement 
of three trophies, including the Foxhunter's 
Challenge Trophy (awarded to the hunt ac¬ 
cumulating the most points throughout the 
evening), the hunt night event of the WIHS 
was top-notch. You might say, "It's caught 
on." 

It was one the largest mid-week crowds in 
the history of the 19-year-old show. Until a 
few years ago, showgoers bemoaned the 
dullness of hunt night. No more, baby. The 
many-entried, tedious classes are now run as 
early as 5 p.m., while the spectator-type 


events are scheduled later in the evening for 
the after-dinner crowd. 

Rose Marie Bogley, chairman of the Hunt 
Night Committee, said this was absolutely 
her last year as chairman. But wasn't this the 
sort of noise she was making last year? Any¬ 
way, since she has been doing it, it is a whole 
new ballgame. It's alive, it's spectator- 
oriented, and believe me, no way has the 
entry attraction declined. 

Getting started at 5 p.m. for the field 
hunter class meant an early arrival for the 97 
entries who were scheduled to compete. Can 
you imagine trying to judge a class of 97, no 
matter how many divisions were made? It 
boggles the mind. Apparently, the judges' 
minds were not at all boggled, for they chose 
Cappy Smith, astride The Mast, as the win¬ 
ner. This gave Smith's Orange County 
Hounds the first points of the evening on the 
"big daddy" of them all, the Foxhunter's 
Challenge Trophy. Representing Green 
Spring Valley Hounds, Priscilla Hoblitzell 
rode her Reserve Bid to second place, fol¬ 
lowed by New Market Hounds' contender, J. 
Berk Lee on Dress Rehearsal, and Wicomico 
Hunt's Rick Laws astride Barrington. Fifth 
and sixth place ribbons were awarded to 
New Market entry Sara Lee Butts on She's A 
Beauty and Mrs. Bruce Reilly on Rebellious 
Tim from Mr. Stewart's Cheshire 
Foxhounds. 

The 30 entries in the gentlemen's hunter 
hack class that followed seemed lost in the 
big ring after the hordes of field hunters had 
done their thing. Again, it was Cappy Smith 
at the head of the class, this time on Red 
Baron. Smith retired the trophy, having pre¬ 
viously won it in '75 with Red Baron and in 
'76 while riding O.G.M. With two new blues 
for his trophy room before the night's pro¬ 
gram was halfway through, it appeared as if 
hunt night was quickly becoming Cappy 
Smith night. As the evening progressed the 
situation changed very little, as far as other 
hunts were concerned. 

Mrs. John B. Lee, also of Orange County, 
retired the Parker Challenge Trophy in the 
ladies' hunter under side-saddle event. She 
rode Court Jester to the 1977 win as she did in 
'76 and '74. 

The final coup for the Orange County 
Hunt came when their team consisting of 
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Mrs. Paul Fout, her daughter Nina and Mrs. 
Jordan Bently won the hunt team competi¬ 
tion with a magnificent round on Gentle 
Ben, Set A Fire and Landing Wave. They left 
no doubt in anyone's eye that they had done 
what it took to be the winners. Twenty-five 
teams representing 17 hunts in the Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Maryland, Delaware, Kentucky and 
North Carolina area competed in the eve¬ 
ning's long competitive schedule. 

Traditionally, it is the hunt team class win 
that is most coveted — very much like hound 
shows where one can lose all day and be 
terribly down in the mouth, only to win the 
pack class and revive. So it goes at the horse 
show. Although Orange County garnered 
the big blue, the Green Spring Valley team of 
J. W. Y. Martin, Jr., Ann Fenwick and 
Charles Fenwick, Jr., astride Ostentator, 
Venture and Marmalade, respectively, were 
pinned a big second. Placing third in the 
hunt team competition was a trio of teen¬ 
agers representing Potomac Hunt. Deana 
Philips, 15, Sally Wilcox, 14, and Kelly Rowe, 
16, riding Zimco, Likely Story and Friendly 
Persuasion, received their yellow ribbons for 
a job completed with all the aplomb of sea¬ 
soned professionals. In short they were ter¬ 
rific. 

Fourth place went to Mr. Stewart's Che¬ 
shire Hounds entry with Mr. and Mrs. F. 
Bruce Reilly and Mrs. C. Theodore Smith 
competing. 

Kevin Curran, Patty Nicholson and Be¬ 
verly Bond placed fifth for Goshen Hunt and 
the sixth ribbon was awarded to another 
Green Spring Valley team — Mrs. Frederick 
B. Peterson, Linda Green and Peter Green. 

New Market's side-saddle team of Mrs. J. 
Berk Lee, Sara Lee Butts and Ann B. Mokry 
were asked to return to the ring for an honor¬ 
able mention award, so impressed were the 
judges by their performance. 

Although Orange County won the overall 
competition by a whopping 24 points. Green 
Spring Valley entries were impressive in 
their efforts. J. W. Y. Martin, Jr., was third in 
the gentlemen's hunter hack, beaten by 
Robert Crompton's Clifden of Andrews 
Bridge. Fourth place in this class went to Ray 
Carter and Shane, from Potomac. Another 
Green Spring Valley entry, Peter Green on 
Naval Observer, was fifth while Dr. John 


Keeler of Potomac, riding Friendly Persua¬ 
sion, placed sixth. 

The elegant side-saddle class for ladies at¬ 
tracted 33 contestants. Although Mrs. Lee 
was the undisputed winner she had keen 
competition from second place finisher Mary 
Ellen Will on Jumping Jack Flash from 
Goshen Hunt. In third place was Center 
Strip ridden by Mrs. Lloyd Tate of the Moore 
County (N. C.) Hounds. Double Antix rid¬ 
den by Joy Slater, Mackintosh with Mrs. C. 
Theodore Smith and Penny Rogers on Royal 
Affair placed in the last half of the ribbon 
awards. 

The four classes comprising the hunt night 
program were enhanced by the Marlborough 
Hunt exhibition of hounds. Honorary 
huntsman Harry Smith and whippers-in Jim 
Bell and Katherine Cawood, plus MFH 
Alfred Smith, Jr., put the hounds through 
their paces, giving an exemplary perform¬ 
ance of control and discipline. 

The hunting crowd could not find fault, 
and for foxhunters not to find a flaw some¬ 
where in their neighbors' pack or way of 
going is a most unusual situation. No one 
enjoys criticism more than foxhunters. All in 
good nature, you understand. 

The Marlborough pack was perfection. It 
almost appeared that their sterns wagged in 
unison. Unfortunately for Marlborough 
there were no points awarded for this per¬ 
formance — only pride and satisfaction. 

Of the 17 competing hunts, nine won 
points toward the championship. Orange 
County with 24 and Green Spring Valley 
with 12 were the champions and reserve 
champions, followed by Mr. Stewart's Che¬ 
shire Hounds with 6; Potomac and Goshen 
earned 5 each; Andrews Bridge won 4; New 
Market and Moore County had 3 each and 
Wicomico got on the board with 2. 

Even non-foxhunting spectators enjoyed 
hunt night. They could not help but get into 
the spirit of competition and good per¬ 
formance. It is a great combination and one 
Orange County hopes to preserve. Since the 
hunt night competition started in 1971, Mr. 
Jeffords' Andrews Bridge Hunt has retired 
one trophy and now Orange County has re¬ 
tired one. C'mon Marylanders, isn't there 
someone out there that can give them a run 
for their trophies? □

The Maryland Horse 

Reported... 

► Shown on the cover was Calumet Farm's 
Whirl Some, winner of Laurel's Selima and 
Pimlico's Marguerite Stakes. The fall racing 
season at Laurel, according to writer Don 
Reed, was "one to lend encouragement to 
the new owners of the track, the Maryland 
Jockey Club. The new set of operators, 
headed by Henry A. Parr, 3rd, who is also 
president of Pimlico, started off on the right 
foot with horsemen by spending a quarter of 
a million dollars for improvements in the 
stable area, along with sizeable other sums 
on parking lots, beautification and changes 
designed to make things more pleasant for 
the customers. In view of the general down¬ 
ward trend of business at racetracks all over 
the country, it was the hope of management 
that last year's figures might be equalled." 
Instead, Laurel wound up its meeting with 
increased attendance and mutuel play was

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up nearly 10 per cent over the 1946 totals, 
making it one of the few tracks in the nation 
to show an upward turn. 

► Steeplechasing at Laurel and Pimlico 
came in for considerable criticism both from 
William Boniface in the Sun , according to 
Don Reed, and from Reed himself. Un¬ 
schooled, wild-eyed horses and numerous 
spills, including serious ones, gave grounds 
for the complaints. J. T. Skinner suggested 
that the NSHA require all steeplechase en¬ 
trants to be schooled not just over a jump or 
two, but over a course the length they were 
planning to race, before being allowed to 
run. Reed said, "Anything along this line 
which develops prior to next spring doubt¬ 
less will be appeciated by a long-suffering 
public. Some of the remarks made by the 
fans during the 'alleged' contests through 
the Laurel and Pimlico infields would have 
made strong men faint and yet the fans were 
within their rights in complaining so bitterly 
about the weird performances going on be¬ 
fore their eyes." 

Vaughn Flannery, Maryland artist and 
breeder, painted Man o' War's last portrait. 

The legendary horse's longtime groom 

Will Harbut died October 3, 1947, 

and Man o' War followed within a month. 
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► Three groups were granted dates for har¬ 
ness racing in 1948. The Racing Commission 
approved 20 days or nights each for Laurel 
Harness Racing Association, the Rosecroft 
Trotting and Pacing Association and the 
Ocean Downs Racing Association. In an¬ 
nouncing the decision for harness racing 
dates, the Commission stated that "any 
community can stand only so much betting 
and that it was proceeding cautiously in the 
matter of harness tracks.' 

► Off-track betting to control the operation 
of "bookies" was already an issue in 1947 
and Maryland's Legislative Council held a 
hearing at Baltimore's City Hall on the sub¬ 
ject. Henry L. Straus, president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association, presented 
his views which "had a great deal to do with 
the Council's decision to table any further 
consideration" of the subject. Straus stated 
in part of his well-constructed rebuttal, "It 
can be categorically stated that the state can¬ 
not legalize bookmaking without licensing 
bookmakers; and legalizing bookmakers in 
any form is foredoomed to failure. Licensed 
off-course betting offices might succeed in 
taking some of the play away from the 
bookmakers, but the illicit margin is so great 
that they would have to resort only to well- 
known stratagems, such as rebates on losing 
wagers, to more than overcome any 
threatened competition." 

► Notes from the Maryland Fall sales men¬ 
tioned that two of auctioneer George 
Swinebroad's helpers were Louis Merry- 
man, Jr., and Eddie Stettinius, "having a try 
at the horse selling business." Visitors to the 
sale "from down Upper Marlboro way were 
Mr. and Mrs. Hal Clagett and Mr. Fendall 
Clagett — the latter bought a weanling but 
was also bewailing his need of a hunter." 

► The roster of recognized hunts in Mary¬ 
land was reprinted from the Chronicle. Eight 
hunts were listed: Carrollton Hounds (Harry 
L. Straus, MFH); Elkridge-Harford Hunt 
Club (Edward S. Voss, MFH); Green Spring 
Valley Hunt (John K. Shaw, Jr., MFH); How¬ 
ard County Hunt (Augustus Riggs, IV, 
MFH); Mr. Hubbard's Kent County Hounds 
(Wilbur Ross Hubbard, MFH); Marlborough 
Hunt (John D. Bowling, MFH); Potomac 
Hunt (Dr. James N. Greear, Jr., MFH); and 
Redland Hunt (Thomas T. Mott, MFFI). 


► A feature on Holly Beach Farm by Pat 
Judge told of the resurgence in the produc¬ 
tion of Thoroughbreds, with five yearlings 
selling at Saratoga for $20,800. 

► Frank A. (Downey) Bonsai, when asked 
how it felt to be Laurel's leading trainer, said: 
"It's nothing. You see, I have a stable of very 
useful horses." According to the story, the 
trainer had worked briefly in a brokerage 
office before becoming a trainer. Of that ex¬ 
perience he said: "I couldn't sell those 
bonds."

About Those Summer Dates 

There is really no justification for the Maryland Racing Commission's decision to 
drop that 48-day summer combined race meeting on either the Bowie or Pimlico 
neighborhoods. If I were a resident of one of those two areas. I'd be incensed. 

When the General Assembly granted 16-day increases to the three mile tracks in 
1974 it did not foresee a combined meeting which would in alternate years be run either 
at Pimlico or Bowie. Instead, it logically assumed that each of the mile tracks would 
have its season lengthened by 16 days. 

Apparently, the only commissioner who understands the ramifications of this 
public relations disaster is Carle A. Jackson. He has always voted for 16-day increases, 
rather than one meeting of 48 days in which all three tracks divide the profit. 

Dale Austin stated in the Baltimore Sun of November 13 that the commissioners are 
listening attentively to race track operators while ignoring everyone else. If this is true, 
it isn't right. 

Race track owners are only a part of the industry. They pack a wallop because of 
their wealth, but they don't go over very big in Annapolis. 

My guess is that the three mile tracks will live to regret their repeated 48-day 
summer invasions of the Bowie and Pimlico neighborhoods. Little people pack wal¬ 
lops, too. Especially in Annapolis.

Rhoad to Damascus was test bred to 4 mares in 1976; all 4 produced foals of 1977.
